The Funtastic World of Hanna-Barbera is 
a wonderful imaginative world of cartoon 
people and animals. When Bill Hanna and Joe 
Barbara were at the Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer 
Studios they became world famous for their 
Oscar-winning series Tbm and Jerry. Jerry, the 
lovable mouse, and Tom, the sneaky cat, were 
best known for their classic "chase" scenes. 

The tables were usually turned on big bully 
Tom, to the delight of the movie audiences. 

The Tom and Jerry series was Bill and Joe's first 
outstanding creation in the cartoon world, and 
cats have played an important part in their 
animated family ever since. The cat family name 
is "Felidae" which includes the tiger, lion, 
puma, leopard, jaguar, cheetah and lynx. You 
have perhaps noticed that a number of these 
felines are active participants in the realm of 
Hanna-Barbera's Funtastic World. 

As television producers, their first films 
featured-what eise-a cat, cute little Ruff of 
The Ruff and Roddy Show. The series was an 
instant success. 

In the studio's early cartoons on Huckleberry 
Hound there appeared another sneaky cat who 
was fond of chasing mice. His name was Mr. 
Jinks. All the sneaky tricks he invented to catch 
his mice friends Pixie and Dixie were reversed 
to trick him. The lovable villain Mr. Jinks 
bumbled through misadventures, getting him¬ 
self in constant trouble. He would charge ahead 
with his famous rallying cry "I’m going to get 
me some meecesl” But Jinks was never quite 
able to catch them. 

For the popular Yogi Bear Show another 
famous cat was created. "Enter stage left" was 
the familiar line emanating from Snagglepuss, 
the mountain lion. He would scream other 
immortal lines such as "Heavens to mergatroid! 
The sky is falling!” Hammy Snagglepuss found 
ways to say things in a way that made him 
a distinctive cartoon character. * 


The biggest hit series from Hanna-Barbera 
has been The Flintston^s. Fred Flintstone's 
house pets included Dino the dinosaur, Hoppy 
the Kangasaurus and a cuddly sabre-tooth tiger 
named Baby Puss. Baby Puss was not tjpe kind 
of kitten that most folks would care to have in 
the home, but he was just about perfect for the 
caveman world of The Flintstones. 

In The Quick Draw McGraw Show we met 
another member of the cat family, Snooper, the 
detective. Super Sleuth Snooper was assisted 
by an admiring mouse known as Blabber. 

If one cat could contribute humor to a show 
then perhaps a half dozen cats would make it 
six times funnier. That must have been the 
thinking behind Top Cat, another early cartoon 
creation. It is still a laugh-filled series of pranks 
and gags concocted by a group of alley cats, 
headed by fast-talking Top Cat himself. He 
involves his cat crew in a variety of ill-fated 
adventures. A neighborhood is never the same 
after a visit from The Brain, Choo Choo, Benny 
the Ball, Spook and Fancy-Fancy. 

The king of the beasts could not be forgotten 
so Llppy the Lion was created to bring more 
roars of laughter from TV watchers. 

In The Banana Splits Hanna-Barbera created 
a lion performer named Drooper, who acted, 
sang and danced. And speaking of musical cats, 
let us not forget the Cattanooga Cats, featuring 
Kitty Jo, Groove, Country, Scoots and Chessie. 

Interest in cars prompted the creation of fast- 
moving Hot Rodder, the autocat in tHe Motor 
Mania series. 

Other series had cats, such as Sebastian, 
Brutus, Boo and Spot. As long as there is a Fun¬ 
tastic World of Hanna-Barbera there will always 
be feline celebrities, and often they work with 
their dog friends. 

In fact, if a giant should happen to pick up 
the Hanna-Barbera building and turn it upside 
down to shake it real hard, it would probably 
rain cats and dogs.
